25,000 -food handlers who will come 
under the license system inaugurated 
under a proclamation of the president 
on November 1, have failed to apply 
to the food administration for licenses 
and many find themselves in trading 
difficulties. 
Food 
Administrator 
Hoover today announced that stern 
measures 
will ;be invoked 
against 
dealers who try to evade the license 
system. He issued a warning to his 
field agents in all states that unless 
those who ore amenable to the provi- 
sions of the food control act file their 
applications at once, such concerns 
will be "blacklisted." All state food 
administrators were reminded of the 
regulation which stipulates that "no 
licensee shall knowingly buy any food 
commodities from or sell any such 
commodities to, or handle any such 
commodities for any person required 
to have a license who has not secured 
such license and complied with the 
provisions of this rule." 
Administrators were informed that 
this rule will be 
rigidly enforced. 
Fully 50,000 licenses have been sent 
to dealers in all parts of the country' 
accompanied by rules and regulations. 
The license division is also sending 
out inventory forms to all licensed 
dealers in 
foodstuffs. 
All licensees 
will be required to make full reports 
to Administrator Hoover, giving com- 
plete details of the condition of their 
business on Nov. 1. These inventories 
will be used in comparisons with later 
reports, to determine whether dealers 
are hoarding foodstuffs or engaging 
in other illegal practices.

Ho tells of life on the battle-front, 
describing 
thfe dangers in a

His letter, which was 
written at three o'clock in the morn- 
ing in an Abri on the western front, 
follows:

"In an Abri in France, Oct. 12, 1917. 
"Dear Folks: It is 3 a. m. and I 
am sitting; in an abri, only -a short dis- 
from the German lines.

outside it seems like a regular seventh 
heaven.

he had received no notice from thf 
government relative to taking a cen 
sus (^ the amount of coal on hand 
the different home,s in the county. 
report given out at Washington yes 
terday. pointed out the fact that there 
is a serious shortage of coal, especial 
Jy in the east, which may possibly be 
due to a 'hoarding of coal by smal 
consumers who became panicky in 
the summer and stored more than 
they could use. 
. _ 
It is not thought that this Is true q] 
local people, but in the near future it 
is expected that Dr. H. A. Garfleld, 
national fuel administrator, will issue 
orders to every county administrator 
to take -a . census of the number of 
tons of coal bought by each small 
consumer. If it ia found that anyone 
has purchased an over-supply, the ex- 
cess amount will be confiscated by 
authorities to aid'in meeting the crit- 
ical shortage in Philadelphia and New 
York. 
New York City has ibeen cited as an 
example of the alleged hoarding. Last 
year that,, city used up to 12,700,(KM) 
tons of anthtacifw, while this year it 
is 
clamoring 
for 
18,900,000 tons. 
Whether this condition is true of oth- 
er cities remains to bo seen, but it is 
thought by officials that a confisca- 
tion of excess amounts of coal will 
helpjnaterially ia bringing about a 
settlement of the fuel crisis.
